PEACHES 

The  peach  requires  a well  drained  soil,  a warm,  sandy  or  gravelly 
loam  is  well  suited  to  preserve  a healthy  growth,  and  should  be  fertilized 
and  kept  in  cultivation.  Ashes,  potash,  and  bone  are  .excellent  fertilizers, 
though  the  tree  will  respond  excellently  to  any  fair  dressing  material. 
Each  year’s  growth  should  be  shortened  after  the  wood  is  ripe,  to  make 
the  tree  stronger,  better  shape  and  more  vigorous.  In  trimming  trees 
to  plant  use  a sharp  knife,  cut  all  bruised  roots  off,  making  a clean  cut. 
Trim  side  limbs  off  three  inches  from  tree;  cut  tree  off  about  three 
feet  from  the  bud  or  ground  according  to  the  height  you  like.

Extra  Earliness. — It  is  the  first  to  bloom  and  the  first  to  ripen  of  all 
cultivated  varieties.  Only  the  wild  dewberry  approaches  it  here.  It  is 
a week  earlier  than  our  old  standard  of  earliness,  the  Early  Harvest;  so 
early  that  no  other  sort  blooms  early  enough  to  pollenize  the  first  blos- 
soms that  appear. 

Size. — Largest  in  fruit.  In  this  respect  it  equals  the  cultivated  dew- 
oerry  and  many  specimens  can  be  found  that  exceeds  the  largest  dew- 
berry. In  appearance  and  quality  it  is  a true  dewberry  and  passes  for 
that  on  the  market;  therefore  it  commands  the  top  prices  that  the  first 
prime  dewberries  sell  at. 

Most  Productive. — The  immense  productiveness  of  the  McDonald 
cannot  be  realized  without  a sight  of  the  vines  in  fruitage.  The  sides 
of  the  tall  rows  are  a mass  of  "shining  black,  a marvelous  picture  of 
nature’s  prodigality.

— During  the  ten  years  the  McDonald  has  grown  here,  130 
miles  south  of  St.  Louis,  it  has  never  winter  killed  even  at  a temperature 
of  14  below  zero. 

Rust-Proof. — No  rust  has  ever  been  reported  oh  the  McDonald.  Its 
dewberry  blood  renders  it  immune  to  this  greatest  enemy  of  the  black- 
berry. 

Pollenation — The  McDonald  is  a pistillate  and  must  be  planted  with 
other  varieties  that  bloom  at  the  same  time.  The  tame  dewberry  or 
Early  Harvest  blackberry  will  answer  this  purpose.
